IS Highneſſe the Prince of O- 
range ſince his comming before 
Breda, being the 13. 2 3. of /#/y, 
1637. tooke all poſſible care and 


ſecure bis Siege againſt the com- 
8 ming of the Enemie from with- 

it out, as alſo againſt the ſallying out 
of thoſe wirhin,and in a ſhore time brought it ſo farre 
to paſſ:. that the mighty Armie of the a, of Spine, 
( which preſented it folfe before the Came) durit at no 
times attempt upon it, and ſeeing no poſſibilitie to do 
good there departed againe without any expedition. In 
the meane time, His Highneſſe did not ceaſe to provide 
well his workes without, with ſtrong watch of, the 
Horſemen , roundabour the Campe, tohinder that no 
forces or Ammunition might get into the Towne, AfF- 
terwards aſlaulting the faid Citie by force, as well with 
approachiog,making of Batteries, from which the Ca- 
nons play d from time to time, avalſo with the 
Galteries over the Moate, whereof two were wholly 
finiſhed, namely the Cgliſb and French 3 infomuch that 
they were already, very buſie in making of two Mines, 
which were already digged certaine ſòot decpe _ 
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ntre with lis Galiery, tlut the me would ha vc beene 


ready withinaThort time, vHchtłoſe within ſer ing, 
(altheugh they did their beſt endeavour as valiant ſoul- 
diers) loſt the ir courage, Know ing themſelves not ſuffi- 
cient to refiſt the force and power vn thoſe foure ſeve - 
rall places;yet doing their uttermoſt endevour, ſhot the 
fcurth and fifth day of this moneth,after new ſtile, fear- 
fully with Canons both day and night, as much as the 
Canons would beare; bur ſeeing that they could do but 
li:tle hurt, and that our forces with; theit defigne 
ceede d, deſired on Tueſday morging , being the ſtath 
of this moneth new ſtyle , ro come to a compoſition, 
which was performed and finiſhed wpon condition, as 
the Articles hereof P:inted make ment ion. 

W hereypon followed, that round about inthe Barony 
of Breda, as al ſo in other next nemghbauriag places and 
villages , Wogone and Carts werejurnmoned to carry 
the Bagg»ge, which on Friday (being che ninth day of 


this moneth) in a great number went through His 


Highnefl: His Quarter, and through Conn: Henry Caſe 
miers Quarter towards the Citie. 

The tenth day of this moneth, being Saturday, be- 
twixt eight end nine of the clocke, came marching to- 
wards the Citie upon the Plaine within the B., g- 
(where they marched out xwo Companies of ſouldiers 
being the Life-guard of His highneſſe, & the Company 
of Sergeant Major Wits, to which came yet certaine 
Companies of Horſe, which from the beginning till to 
the end of the marching out ſtay d there. 


In the meane time Sergeant Major Wits ; gave eve- 


ry where order (becauſe many 1000, of men. came thi- 
ther from all Cities end Villages to ſee the marching 
ont ) that thoſe within the Towne might march with-

Then againe ſeventeene Companies, 
Vet five Companies more i Afterwards foure Demi-

#. The Governour ia a cloſe Coach, which was drawne 
14 by foure Horſes, being come without the Gate, teoke 
77 his leave of certaine of our Colonels and Officers, which

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+ ſhe marching but did laſt till ſoure ofthe Clocke io 
- . ;enfternoone afore they got all our of the-Citie,, and 
xy badalmoſt two houres worke before they care: 
: wichcue the Quarter of Count Caſpmicr into the 
- fiſt Village, where they lay that night, thence they are 
conducted to Mechlin. 120 
The Governour which had beene ficke a while of a 
Tertian Ague, went out of his Coach and rooke horſe, 
and was, brought by Count Filiaw to his Highnefle, 
the Prince of Orenge, and after certaine Co te 
and diſcourſes, tooke bis leave and went againe to his · 
Forces. | | 
The Prince ſc of Orenge (as I underſtand ) was in a 
peculiar place, where ſhee could ſee all things well. 
Without the Quarter, held Colonell 'Srakemwerk to- 
gether with the young Prince, with 24. or 25. Compe- 
nies of Horſe, which jo Battaile aray; | 
The report went, that the Clergic men few dayes 2+ 
fore had beene with the Governour, intreating him that 
he wculd ſpare the Citizens, becauſe ic was reported in 
the Citie, that the ſaid Governour would let it come to 
sffaults, and then if he did not ſinde himſelfe able to 
beat off the aſſault, could eaſily retire into the Caſtle, 
and leave the Citizens to the mercy of our Souldiers. 
W hereupon the Sovemour, us it is iaid, provoked with 
many words, that his meaning was not fo to doe in the 
leaſt manner, neither did it ever come into his minde, 
but that he wou d doe as it became an honeſt Souldier, 
and ought to doe for his King, and venter all to the ut- 
rermoit: and hazard his ownelife for the Citizens and 
Clergiemen, whereby they could well be content. 
Preſently the reupon followed,vhat the ſpoiled Gun- 
pow er could not be made good egaine, and that the 
ſame day, when they begunne to parly, they had not a- 
bove 24. Barrels of Gunpowder in the towne, which 
they cculd uſe, which was not encugh to beate c an 


a ſſault, which they had dayly to expect: and d 
they 
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pat upon the Steeple where they lay i.np: iſoned, an En- 
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h to guard all che work, 
inſomuch chat he was compelled by force to come to 
parlie, and to forſake ſuch a ſtrorg City and Fore, ar 
that within the ſp.ce of 11, weekcs, before which M. 
quis Spizo/a in the yeere 1625, lay above 10. months, 
and durſt not attempt upon ir any thing by force, finde 
ing bimſ@ſe nor ſufficient enough to aſſault it by force. 7 
he Priſoners every day aſore the marching out, had 


ligne of Orexge colour, which the Cyprer tooke al wales 
away: but they immeniatly made another, which flew - 
upon the faid tceple on Saturday, 

W hilſt themarchi-g out dur ed, two well. wiſhers 
got upon the topofthe great Steeple, where they pat 
an Eutigne of Orenge which fle luſtily, . 

About 4 of the clocke in the afterncne, the guard 
of His Hig hne ſſo, together with the Company of Sec 
geant Major Vita, marched into the Citie. 

In the Caſtle was found much deſtruct ion, the Court 
being totally ruinated and void of many brave things: 
Ceitaine bullets paſſed like wiſe through many Cham- 
b. ro. | 

The Church was altogeather yoid of Images, and 
lay all in diſorder : It is incredible, and was never here- 
tofore ſeene, how many thcuſinds of people came to- 
gether to ſee them mai ching forth of the Citie, and 
that all Proviſions and Victualls, as namely, Bread, 
Beere, Wine, Butter, Cheeſe, Fleſh, Bacon, and Her- 
rige, were ſolde ſo cheepe. 

Many Citizens are glad of it, becauſe they hope to 
ſee that City ſhortly floariſh aga n'wherof was already 
ſcene a proofe: that now for a Houſe for which was 
payd bur 30 guilders for a yeares Rent, is already offe- 
red above One hundred guilders a yeare. 

The Lord Lad. icke, Lord of Beverwert, wee keare,:
